PRISON CHAPLAINS - "I was in prison but..." 

4 There is grave danger that under a contemplated new ruling 

of the Government, Christian ministers will be denied free access 
“to members and seekers within prison walls. The new ruling would 
restore the pre-war system whereby full time chaplains, appointed 
by the warden would be the only spiritual counsellors of the inmates. 
These chaplains would in all probability be mostly Buddhist. Under 
/the pre-war closely regimented system, the inmates were required to 
bow before the prominantly displayed Buddhist and Shinto god 
shelves, and Christian ministers did not have free entrance to the 
mprisons, 

; After the war, the practice of officially appointing chaplains 
was discontinued but special persons were granted passes by the 
warden, so that they could visit and work among the prisoners. 
Under this system about 300 Christian ministers have been acitvely 
engaged in prison evangelism, and the results have been encouraging. 
As of two years ago there were 9,626 prisoners who were actively 
preparing for baptism. 
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The proposed ruling has caused great consternation among 
interested ministers, and the Tokyo Kvoku as well as the Prison 
Evangelism Commission of the Kyodan are investigating ways to pre- 
e¥ent this exciusion. On ay 10 and 1l prison workers from the 
Tokyo area will meet at the Tokyo Hongwanji Temple where the new 
ruling will be discussed with representatives from the Government 
office. Later in the month a nation-wide meeting will be held in 
Nagoya. Christian pastors will be represented at both of these 
meetings and will try to retain their permission to visit as 
Ministers of the’ Gospel.
